evacuation of civilians today. Out- 
going ships were crowded. Other 
vessels stood by with steam up, 
ready to sail. All Chinese banks 
closed their doors, 

Some 200 Americans and British 
and members of the German ‘and 
Russian communities made ho 
plans for departure. Last July, 20,- 
000 Japanese civilians departed, 
leaving cotton mills and other prop- 
erties valued at $300,C’ „000.

A 
hearing has been set for’ tomorrow 
morning before Circuit Judge Rob- 
ert J. Kirkwood. Delmont Garst, 
regional director of the union, was 
among the additional defendants 
named. The suit charges the de- 
fendants with conspiracy to inter- 
fere with and damage the company 
through the planning of the mass 
picketing. 

The regional office of the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board is in- 
vestigating charges filed with it by 
the CIO United Electrical, Radio 
and Machine Workers that William 
Cortor, an employe of the Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Co., 1824 
Washington avenue, was dis- 
charged for participating in the 
mass picketing at the Ford assem- 
bly plant. 

William Sentner, director of the 
union, said the dismissal notice 
handed Cortor stated that he had 
been fired for absenting himself 
from his job and for attempting to 
keep Ford employes from entering 
the assembly plant Nov, 24.

17 YEARS AGO RETURNS 


“Glad to Be Back, Conditions 
Outside Terrible, He Tells 
Chester, III., Warden. 


By the Associated Press. : 

CHESTER, III., Dec. 2—Remark 
ing that “conditions on the outside 
are terrible, Im sure glad to be 
back,” John Ketchmark  surren- 
dered at the Southern Illinois pris- 
on yesterday and told a story of 
wanderings since he escaped in 
1920. 

Warden Joseph Montgomery 
checked the records and found that 
Ketchmark had escaped, as he re- 
lated. He was dressed back into 
the prison to complete his term, 
which, the warden said, would keep 
him in prison seven more years.

KANSAS CITY JURY 
SUMMONSES SIL 


Check Discloses Juror Serving 
Under False Name; Ar- 
rests, Inquiry Follow.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 2.—A 
newspaper reporter’s efforts to ver- 


ify the names of the members of a 
jury selected to try one of Kansas 
City’s more notorious hoodlums, led 
to the disclosure here yesterday of 
a new type fraud—the sale of jury 
summonses to men who desired the 
$3 a day pay. 

The disclosure caused mistrials in 
the hoodlum’s case, and in two civil 


suits that started in Circuit Court. 


They are also expected to invali- 
date several trials in the last few 
months, one of which resulted in 
two Negroes being sentenced to life 
imprisonment for murder. 

The trial that resulted in the dis- 
closure was that of Willie Lugge, 
accused of the possession of bur- 
glars” tools. A reporter for the 
Kansas City Star, in a routine 
manner, was checking the names. 
“Charles G. Page, 5020 Virginia 
avenue, painter,” he read. In the 
city directory, Page was listed 
as president of the Burlington Live 
Stock Commission Co. A new tele- 


ens directory revealed Page now 


ves in Kansas. A call to the home 
brought to light that Page was not 
serving on a jury. 
Forged Names on Checks. 
The reporter took the matter 
up to Judge Ben Terte, who insti- 


gated an investigation that brought 


out that some of the jury sum- 
monses, instead of being served on 
the proper persons, were being sold 
to men who served under the names 
on the warrants, received the pay 
and forged the names in cashing 
the checks. 

The investigation is to go fur- 
ther with several unexplained points 
serving as leads. Chief of these is 
the fact that this is Lugge’s second 
trial because the first resulted in a 
hung jury; two members stood out 
for acquittal and refused to discuss 
the case with the other 10, who 
stood for conviction on the first 
ballot. The case was not a compli-

fense offered was by Lugge’s attor-

When 
Judge Terte began his investiga- 
tion yesterday, he directed part of 
his efforts toward finding if phoney, 
jurors were being planted to gain 
certain verdicts, or failing in this, 
hang the jury. So far, the investi- 
gation has not revealed any evi- 
dence along that line. 

Five Under Arrest. 

Five men are under arrest ac- 
cused of serving fraudulently on 
juries. ‘Those held in jail are Or- 
ville W. Schmitt, the juror going 
under another man’s name in the 
Lugge case; W. T. Flanagan, John 
F. Reglin and Emmett Cobb, ju- 
rors in civil suits, and Carl Tays, 
a battender. Cobb also was a juror 
in the murder trial that fixed life 
imprisonment for the two Negroes. 

Sheriff James M. Williams today 
discharged two deputy sheriffs who 
were supposed to have served the 
jury summonses. One of them is 
Leonard Benanti, brother of Frank 
Benanti and Charles Benanti, Dem- 
ocratic organization lawyers here. 
The other was James B. Porter. He 
paid “Frenchy” Andre $1. a day to 
ride with him and deliver the jury 
summonses. “He saved me a lot of 
steps,” Porter explained. 

According to Schmitt, he was to 
pay Bartender Tays $1 from the 
jury fee. 

Bartender Tays told Judge Terte 
he merely was helping some of the 
unemployed boys make a little 
money on the side by serving on 
juries.

chines, the complication of design 
being obviously, for the purpose of 
making the device adaptable for 
use for gambling purposes. 

“The fact that the tokens which 
a player may win are stamped 
thereon, ‘Not good in trade,’ or sim- 
ilar inscriptions, does not deprive 
the device of adaptability for gam- 
bling, but rather creates mental re- 
action similar to that which results 
when one denies his guilt before 
anyone accuses him.” 

Not Barred by Previous Suit. 

Although he found the suit was 
similar in all material aspects to 
that on which Judge Moore de- 
cided except for a different plaintiff 
and attorney, Judge Collet excused 
its filing on the ground “it is not 
apparent counsel actually knew of 
the existence or determination of 
the other case.”

000 More Annually.

Present Charges on House-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Statisti- 
cians of the Bituminous Coal Com- 
mission estimated today the mini- 
mum prices the commission has or- 
dered effective Dec. 16 should in- 
crease the annual return to pro- 
ducers by $40,000,000 to $300,000,000. 

They said the producers affected 
mined about 375,000,000 tons of coal 
last year and sold it at a net loss 
of 11 cents a ton, averaged for all 
grades. This was an aggregate loss 
of more than $40,000,000. 

The minimum prices are intended 
to assure at least the cost of pro- 
duction, wiping out that $40,000,000 
loss. What additional increased re- 
turn the producers will receive will 
depend, the statisticians said, on 
the quantity of coal sold above the 
minimum price. 

Most coal of the types commonly 
used by 2 for heating us 
purposes is at a price higher 
than the minimum set by the com- 
mission. 

If these prices are maintained, 
commission experts said, the in- 
crease in the return to producers 
will be considerably more than $40,- 
000,000 a year, compared with last 
year.

The price increases expected to 
yield additional returns. to the pro- 
ducers are principally in types of 
coal used for industrial purposes— 
by railroads, power companies, steel 
mills, cement factories. Some large 
users in this class, commission 
members said, have been getting 
8 at less than cost of produc- 
tion. 

Much of the increase will be borne 
by railroads which are asking for 
higher freight rates because of in- 
creased operating costs. Railroads 

use 20 per cent of the production 
of areas included in the minimum 
price schedule. 

The price schedule is subject to 

revision and commission members 
said they expected many requests 
for changes. For that reason, they 
limited contracts to 30 days for the 
present. 

New Rules for Industry. 


Here are some of the regulations 
and fair trades practices prescribed 
by the commission for the indus- 
try east of the Mississippi River: 

Elimination of distributing agen- 
‘cles except sales agents for pro- 
ducers, wholesalers and farmers’ co- 
operative organizations. b 

Limiting remuneration of dis- 
tributors to commissions and dis- 
counts. 

Requiring wholesalers to register 
and prove their right to listing in 
order to receive commissions and 
discounts. 

Requiring producers and distrib- 
utors to file details of sales. 

Restricting agreements for sale 
under minimum prices to 30-day 
periods, except in contracts with 
Federal, state and local govern- 
ments. Coal refused by a con- 
signee may be resold at best ob- 
tainable prices after notifying the 
commission and proving refusal. 

Prohibition of deduction or al- 
lowance from invoiée prices by code 
member or distributor to any pur- 
chaser for advertising. 

Allowances below minimum prices 
for sub-standard coal after com- 
mission review. 

Advertising expenditures subject 
to commission review. 


Unfair Practices Listed. 


Among general unfair practices 
listed were: Consignment of un- 
ordered coal; secret rebates; ob- 
taining information by bribes or 
gifts; misrepresentation of coal 
analysis; splitting commissions; 
payment of commissions or discount 
allowances on coal sold for loco- 
motives and discounts from mini- 
mum or other prices of coal sold to 
any person for retailing. 

A resolution introduced by Sena- 
tor King (Dem.), Utah, yesterday, 
asked that the Senate set up a 
three-man committee “to make a 
full and complete investigation of 
the Bituminous Coal Commission.” 

There have been allegations, the 
resolution said, that “controversies 
and contentions” among members 
have prevented the commission 
from functioning properly. The in- 
quiry would be designed to show 
whether the commission has vio- 
lated the civil service law in-hiring 
employes, and whether there has 
been .misconduct or incompetence 
on the part of the commissioners.

“First, make the defensive team 
come out and play the ball with- 
in 30 seconds.

“The objection to this dividing 
line is that it makes 10 men play 
in half the court. In the past they 
steadily enlarged the size of the 
court in order to make skill a 
larger factor. Now they cut the 
court in half.” 

Dr. Naismith indicated he didn’t 
think much of the logic of the thing. 

“What makes a game interest- 
ing?” he continued with this: 
rhetorical question. “There are 
three things. Scoring is not one 
of the greatest factors. If it is, 
why is football, interesting? No, 
the three things are speed, the ball 
in the air and the unexpected. 

“The unexpected is one of basket- 
ball’s greatest attractions. It is 
anybody’s ball and anything might 
happen. Now what happens with 
this dividing line in the center of 
the court? The teams go down to 
the scoring zone, then stand there 
and pass the ball around. Three 
or four years ago, in a n ational 
tournament game, I saw players of 
a team pass the ball among them- 
selves 343 times.

SUSPECTS JOKER IN BILL 
TO RETIRE U. $. JUDGES 


Carr Van Anda Thinks It Might 
Let President Appoint Without 
Senate’s Confirmation. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Mem- 
bers of the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee today studied an argunient 
that the new act for retirement 
of Federal judges might permit the 
President to make some judicial ap- 
pointments without confirmation by 
the Senate. 

Carr V. Van Anda, former man- 
aging editor of the New York 
Times, wrote Chairman Ashurst 
(Dem.), Arizona, of the committee 
that the law providing for the re- 
tirement of judges on full pay says 
the President shall “be authorized 
to appoint a successor” when these 
judges retire. Van Anda asserted 
that the act did not specifically re- 
quire Senate confirmation of such 
appointments, He said that this, 
considered in the light of constitu- 
tional provisions, gave the Presi- 
dent direct appointing power. 

The letter said the appointments 
of D. Lawrence Groner of Virginia 
as Chief Justice and Fred M. Vin- 
son of Kentucky as Justice of the 
Court. of Appeals for the District 
of Columbia would be affected by 
the act. 

Ashurst said he had referred 
copies of the letter to members of 
the Judiciary Committee and -no 
conclusions could be reached until 
a thorough study of it was made.

When the 
board visited the jail yesterday, it found that break- 
fast consisted of a can of coffee and three small rolls, 
whose cost to the Sheriff would be approximately 5 
cents. It is believed the cost of evening meals is 
approximately 10 cents. If these figures are acéu- 
rate, what becomes of the margin between 15 cents 
am 40 cents, or 25 cents a day per prisoner? 

The answer is, if Sheriff Frank follows the policy 
of his predecessors, that the margin goes into his 
own pocket. His predecessors had been receiving 
76 cents a day per prisoner, reduced to 40 cents by 
the present County Court, and one of them boasted 
the allowance was worth about $36,000 to him during 
his four-year term, in addition to his annual salary 
of $10,000. 

Under the law, the Sheriff is not compelled to 
make an accounting of the jail food money; in prac- 
tice, he does make a routine report, which, however, 
does not reveal what money was actually spent for 
food and what money was saved. 

If the 40-cent allowance were actually spent for 
the prisoners’ food, it would be greatly in excess of 
the cost of the excellent, well- ced meals served 
at the County Hospital for patients and personnel. A 
recent report of Superintendent Lohr showed the av- 
erage cost per meal to be 7.4 cents. At two meals 
per day, that would be 14.8 cents. At the rate of hos- 
pital cost, Sheriff Frank could serve the prisoners 
five meals per day, instead of two, and still have 
money left over. N 

The Board of County Visitors recommends that thd 
County Court use its present facilities—purchasing 
agent and supply room to purchase and furnish the 
prisoners’ food and to take away from the Sheriff 
what. has been an indefensible perquisite of office. 

Next January it will become the duty of the 
County Court to decide on its policy toward the feed- 
ing of prisoners and the amount of allowance, if 
any, to be given to the Sheriff. We urge it, first, to 
see that prisoners are fed food in adequate quantities, 
wholesomely prepared, and, second, that not a dime 
be appropriated for this purpose that is not actually 
spent for food.

For there 
are many parallels between the 
case of Dr. Schacht and the case of 
the army. 

Dr. Schacht undertook to run the 
economic administration of Ger- 
many, and from the beginning has 
had serious conflicts with the party 
leaders. In order to retain his 
position, no doubt because he wished 
honestly to serve his country, he 
made compromise after compro- 
mise. : 

He asked Hitler to give him some- 
body to stand between him and the 
party and guard him from interfer- 
ence from it. Hitler gave him Goer- 
ing, who was considered a con- 
servative Nazi in economic affairs. 
But Goering used his position to 
aggrandize his power, and the whole 
business ended up with Schacht out 
of the Economic and a 
mere figurehead in the Cabinet; a 
prisoner of his own attempt to com- 
promise with this regime.

The army is in something of the 
same position. It, too, has com- 
promised. It has made thousands of 
minor concessions, for the sake of 
getting on with the Nazi party lead- 
ers.

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Performance oF 
Wagner Opera Sung at 
Municipal Auditorium. 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN. 
HE performance of Wagner’s 
“Tristan and Isolde” which was 
given last night in the Munici- 


pal Auditorium under auspices of 


the St. Louis Opera Company was 
a satisfying production in spite of 
many handicaps, and a personal 
triumph for Mme. Kirsten Flagstad, 
whose projection of the role of 
Isolde is one of the outstanding ac- 
complishments of contemporary 
opera. 7 

Mme, Flagstad's reputation as an 
impersonator of heroic Wagnerian 
women had, of course, ._ preceded 
her, but one had to hear and see 
in order to realize the unique and 
personal quality. of her achieve- 
ment. The emotional force of a 
characterization that had both the 


broad line and the subtle internal 


stress, that combined the universal 
‘with the particular without compro- 
mising either, can only be felt 
through direct contact. And Mnie. 
Flagstad’s Isolde had an unerring 
directness because she made Isolde 
a woman rather than a legena. 

Such an approach to a. monu- 
mental role naturally involved a 
considerable risk. To personalize 
a character that has had such im- 
memorial] heroic associations and 
that had reached its last expression 
in. the blood and passion of Wag- 
ner’s overwhelming music 
naturally involve a reduction in 
size and scope. Or so one would 
think. 


A Design of Greatness. 

Yet despite all of its intimacy, its 
expressive detail, its gentleness and 
humanness, the Isolde of Flagstad 
was anything but a miniature. 

All of its smaller elements were 
caught up into a design of great- 
ness, into a sculptured but living 
design of nobility. Every turn of 
her head or movement of her hand 
or inflection: of her voice had its 
use, not only in lighting up a par- 
ticular moment but in building up 
an ultimate, monumental effect. If 
this was not an Arthurian Isolde it 
was something just as broad, just 
as deep and just as rich in its im- 
plication. 


As for the purely vocal expres-/ 


sion of this character, all that need 
be said is that it was consistent in 
quality with the design that Mme. 
Flagstad had otherwise created. 
There have been Isoldes who have 
sung the music with more obvious 
dramatic intensity. -But it is hard 
to believe that there ever was one 
who sang with greater purity of 
line. For that alone she would 
have deserved a place among the 
Wagnerian immortals; for, as ev- 
eryone ought to know, Wagner in- 
tended his music to be sung. Every 
significant phrase—every note, in 
fact—is so placed in relationship 
to the orchestra that it can always 
be heard if it is properly articulat- 
ed. And to be heard obviously does 
not necessitate an explosion in the 
larynx, for Mme. Flagstad sang 
with the ease and the musical flu- 
ency ordinarily associated with the 
Italian cantilena. 

Liebestod Under-Emphasized. 

In only one instance did she mis- 
judge the dramatic requirements of 
the music, and this, unfortunately, 
was in the Liebestod. This passage, 
after all, is so placed as to demand 
a particular emphasis and finality. 
It is a summation of the whole idea 
of Love and Death. Moreover, its 
physical character is one of accum- 
ulating tension, with a sudden re- 
lease at the climax. But as sung 
and as played by the orchestra, 
which naturally followed her lead, 
it was too rounded and too delib- 
erate. 

The supporting could not 
match the exalted spiritual quality 
of its chief principal nor her musi- 
cal purity. Arthur Gerry, who un- 
dertook the role of Tristan owing 
to the physical disability of Paul 
Althouse, was on unfamiliar ground 
—or seemed to be. The voice itself 
would not have disqualified him. 
Its reedy, sympathetic quality was, 
in fact, a pleasant contrast to the 
usual stertorous Wagnerian tenor. 
But his grasp of the role was so 
tentative that he was always found 
wanting whenever Tristan was 
called upon to assert some particu- 
larly important attribute of his 
character. 

The role of Kurvenal was sung 
by Francis Row, a competent bass- 
baritone, but also one who failed 
to deliver the essential thrust at 
crucial moments. 

Satisfactory King Marke. 

John Gurney, the King Marke of 
the play, came much nearer to real- 
izing the musical and dramatic pos- 
sibilities of his lines. His - robust 
basso was a great natural asset, and 
his conception of the part was an 
intelligent one. There never was 
any reason why Marke should be 
a tiresome old cuckold. His disil- 
lusionment over what seemed like 
a base betrayal arose more from 
the fact that honor and faith had 
suddenly been blasted. Mr. Gurney 
obviously understood this, and his 
speech of reproach was consequent- 
ly moving and impressive. :

BUYS ORIGINALS OF TWO 
EUGENE FIELD POEMS 


Jesse P. Henry to Put Manu- 
scripts on Display at 
Museum.

Two original manuscripts of chil- 
dren’s poems by Eugene Field have 
been purchased by Jesse P. Henry, 
St. Louis insurance man who took 
the lead in establishing the Board 
of Education shrine and museum at 
Field’s boyhood home, 634 South 
Broadway. Henry will place them 
on display at the museum with 
some of his private collection of 
Fieldiana as a loan of indefinite 
duration. 

One manuscript is of “Pittypat 
and Tippytoe,” the other of “The 
Fly-Away Horse.” The latter is 
inclosed in a fancy leather-bound 
volume, together with a printers’ 
proof showing some changes in the 
phraseology and pages from the 
final printed form, differing consid- 
erably from the initial draft. 

Making the purchases from a col- 
lector, Henry said he paid $1000 for 
the book and $450 for the other 
manuscript. 

The volume, believed by Henry to 
have been made for Field, bears on 
the cover the name of the poem, 
the name of the poet and the 

“Original Manuscript.” On 
the title page the same inscription 
is repeated in hand-drawn old En- 
glish print, while on the succeeding 
page it is given again in the hand- 
writing of Field’s widow. 

On the manuscript are several 
corrections and several blank 
spaces for words or lines filled in 
later. This version of the four- 
stanza, four-page work begins: 
“What a wonderful horse is the 

Fly-Away Horse— 

A finer I never have seen! 

You never would know just from 
seeing him though, ,, 

The next line is blank in the 
manuscript, and the word “finer” is 
crossed out, being replaced by 
“nobler.” 

In the final form, taken from the 
published volume, “Love Songs of 
Childhood,” the lines run: 

“Oh, a wonderful horse a the Fly- 
Away Horse— 
Perhaps you have seen him 
before; 
Perhaps, while you slept, his 
shadow has crept 
Through the moonlight that 
floats on the floor.” 

The manuscript is signed by the 
poet, with the date, Sept. 21, 1893. 
Both manuscripts are in Field's 
characteristic fine penmanship—he 
composed his verses with pen—and 
the one of Pittypat and Tippytoe” 
is illuminated in colors, as Field 
often did with the original writings 
he wished to preserve for his fam- 
ily and friends. This one he did for 
his wife. 

She gave it to her son, Roswell 
F. Field, who sold it to the collec- 
tor 19 years ago. This poem starts:

It has long been a custom to 
“french” lamb chops, that is, 
move the meat from the ends of 
the ribs, but to ‘french” pork chops 
is a newer idea, Pork chops, how- 
ever, lend themselves quite as well 
as lamb chops to this attractive 1 — 
of serving. For this purpose, the 
rib chops are chosen. 

The ends of the bones should be 
decorated with dainty paper frills. 
You can make these yourself by 
folding white paper into little col- 
lars and then cutting the edges to 
a feathery frill. Use white or col- 
ored paper, as suits your fancy and 
the color scheme of your table. 

Fruit or vegetables may be used 
instead of paper for garnishing the 
rib ends. 

Long, Slow Cooking. 

But however you may dress them 
up for serving, pork chops should 
always be given long, slow cooking, 
Although pork chops are tender, 
they require long cooking at a low 
temperature to bring out their full 
flavor. 

Pork chops are best cooked -by 


browned first, then a little water is 
added, and they are covered. They 
may be cooked either on top of the 
stove or in the oven. 

For those who prefer broiling 
pork chops, be sure to broil them 
slowly; otherwise, the fat will be 
driven off, carrying with it much 
of the flavor. Slow and thorough 
cooking is the watchword in te 
paring all pork cuts. 

Pork chops are made even more 
tempting by the addition of other 


|| flavors, such as a bay-leaf, or toma- 
to juice or grated cheese.

In this year of good crops, there 

is indeed good cause for a day of 
thankfulness, and even a & month of 
it, as the plentitude of the harvest 
is reflected on the autumnal board. 
Apples, nuts and pumpkins are all 
at hand awaiting the magic hand 
of a gi cook to translate them 
into delicious reasons for sumptu- 
ous dining. 

While pumpkin pie is undoubted- 
ly the culinary motif of the month, 
there are many other late autumn 
specialties which can rightfully 
claim our interest just now. An 
apple twist will make excellent use 
of some of those apples in the cel- 
lar and gladden the eye of the 
breakfast lucky enough to share 
it. An orange-date cako with toast- 
ed nut filling is excellent justifica- 
tion for a gay nutting expedition 
and an unusually happy conclusion 
for a holiday feast. 


Pumpkin Pie. 

Pastry: 

Two cups flour. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-half cup shortening. 

Cold waters 

Sift the flour and salt together; 
cut or rub the shortening into the 
flour with the tips of the fingers 
or a pastry blender; add water, a 
little at a time, to malte a very stiff 
dough. Do not knead. Roll the 
dough thin and fit into pie pan. 
Cut off the edges and crimp with 
the tines of a fork or pinch with 
the fingers. 

Filling: 


One cup pumpkin (cooked). 

One cup brown sugar. 

One teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon mace. 

One-half“teaspoon cloves, 

One-fourth teaspoon ginger. 

One cup milk. 

Three eggs, 

Mix the pumpkin, sugar and 
spices thoroughly. Beat the eggs 
and add the milk. Add the pump- 
kin mixture and pour into unbaked 
pastry shell. Bake in hot oven (450 
degrees) for five minutes, then in 
moderate oven (328 degrees) 


minutes. 
Apple Twist. 

Two cups flour. 

One teaspoon galt. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

Five tablespoons shortening. 

\Two-thirds cup milk. 

8 cup sliced 50 

One-half cup sugar. 

One . a cinnamon. 

Sift flour, salt and baking pow- 
der together. Cut or rub shorten- 
ing into the flour. Add milk to 
make a soft dough. Knead gently 
and divide the dough so that it 


may be made into rolls about one 


inch in diameter and four inches 
in length. Fit the rolls into a 
greased pie pan-in the form of a 
coil, starting at outside edge of pan. 
Mix the sugar and cinnamon, roll 
the apple slices in this mixture 
and fit the slices between the rolls 
of dough.

One large orange.

‘Dr. Frederick V. Emmert Tells 
Convention That Sigmodal Aids

NEW ORLEANS, Le., Dec. 2.—A 
new analgesia in obstetrics that has 
been used in 200 American cases 
without harm to either mother or 
baby, was described in a paper read 
to the Southern Medical Association 
yesterday by Dr. Frederick V. Em- 
mert of It. Louis and Dr. Siegfried 
G. Schmidt of Chicago. 

The new drug is termed sigmodal, 
and a study of 1800 cases in Europe 
disclosed that no fatalities have oc- 
curred as a result of ‘its use, Dr.

Emmert and 
Schmidt arrive at the following con-

Byrnes denied Wallace’s conten- 
tion that the bill altered terms of 
the cotton loan and subsidy agree- 
ment entered into by Southern Sen- 
ators and the administration, He 
also disputed Wallace’s statement 
that the subsidy payments on the 
1987 crop would “require 3270, 
000,000.” 

Byrnes said Wallace had asked 
for processing taxes on cotton, | in 
wheat and rice 
name,” 

“He calls them tariff equalization 
taxes, but they are still processing 
taxes,” he said. 

Senator George of Georgia offered 
an amendment to make the bounty 
payments of up to 3 cents a pound | 
payable to cotton growers on the 
1987. crop without waiting for their 
compliance with the new program. 


Suggests Own Farm Bill. 
Pope told the Senate that most 


of Wallace’s letter had been devoted 8

Under questioning by MoNary, 
Pope said he did not plan to offer 
amendments to put processing taxes 
in the farm bill to meet Wallace's 
suggestions.

First Major Controversy. 


The first major controversy in 
the Houses arose over an amend- 
ment by Representative Boileau, 
Progressive, Wisconsin, to deny soil 
conservation payments to farmers 
who plant dairy feed crops on land 
diverted from soil depleting crops. 
The amendment was accepted ten- 
tatively. Boileau charged that 
without the amendment, dairying 
would increase in the South and 
“that will do more harm than the 
good that will come to all the farm- 
ers.” 

Chairman Jones of the House 
Committee on Agriculture retorted 
that the amendment “went too far“ 
and explained that increased dairy 
herds in the South resulted not 
from soil conservation practices, but 
from low prices for many commadi- 
ties which forced farmers to switch 
to dairying.

In addition, it 
softens the bath water and pro- 
vides a richer, foamier lather. The 
best property of the lemon bath, 
however, is the bleaching effect 
that it has upon the skin of the 
entire body. omen often bleach 
their faces, necks and hands, but 
never seem to be concerned much 
with the whiteness of their bodies. 
And they really should be, for the

condition as the exposed portions. 

Of course, the bleaching proper- 
ties of a lemon bath are not exact- 
ly what you might term speedy, 
for lemon juice is a mild bleach at 
best, and certainly less expedient 
when diluted in the bath water. 
But even if it is slow in its action, 
it’s a sure bleach and a safe one. 
For local treatment, such as on the 
hands, face and neck, of course, it 
wouldn’t prove half so effective as 
a good, marketed bleach. But when 
used in the bath, it proves the sim- 
plest means of bleaching the skin 
of the body. 

It is very easy to prepare a lemon 
bath. All you need to do is to fill 
your tub with clear, tepid water, 
and then add to the water the 
strained juice of four or five lemons. 
Soak in the water for a while so 
that the lemon will have time to 
react on your skin. Thep lather 
your skin generously with a pure, 
mild lemon soap, and soak a bit 
longer in the water. The lemon 
soap will help somewhat to enhance 
the bleaching properties of the 
lemon bath. 

Before stepping from the tub, 
rinse every bit of the lemon and 
any soapy lather thoroughly from 
your skin so that the bath routine 
does not prove too drying. And as 
the final step, give yourself a brisk 
rubdown with a warm, turkish 
towel. This will whip up the circu- 
lation in your entire body, and will 
leave you glowing with health and 
vitality. .

Dogs Were Once

OME two centuries ago, accord- 
ins to Oriental students, dogs 

were regarded in Japan as sa- 
cred. This because the reigning 
mikado happened to have been born 
under the astrological sign of the 
Dog-star.

F have been reported epidemics of 

the old disease called 
“intercostal neuralgia,” or “acute 
muscular rheumatism of! the chest 
wall.” This condition has not ap- 
peared with any frequency for a 
number of years. I remember an 


because I had it myself. 

The principal symptom is a pain 
of extreme severity around the 
chest wall. It may be one side, or 
both. Sometimes it is under the 
breast bone, sometimes in the neck 
and shoulders, and sometimes in the 
upper abdomen. The outstanding 


{Symptom is pain on breathing, es- 


pecially on deep breathing. The pa- 
tient usually is lying or sitting very 
quietly in bed, the breathing is 
rapid and shallow, and the eyes 
suffuse with tears on account of 
the extreme pain. Even children 
find that crying will aggravate 
their discomfort and remain quiet. 

The. old ladies in the neighbor- 
hood will probably call it “The 
Devil's Grip,” and this name short- 
ly runs through the neighborhood; 
because of its appropriateness 
everybody uses it. 

So far as treatment is concerned, 
perhaps the best is what a doctor 
of my acquaintance: said to a pa- 
tient when she complained that she 
could not take a deep breath. He 
replied, “Take two short ones in- 
stead.” 

All the patients have a little 
fever and a feeling of chilliness; 
sometimes a headache. The pain 
does not last long, from about one- 
half haur to three or four hours, 
but attacks of pain are liable to 
come back as often as two or three 
times within 24 hours. In fact, 
this is the rule, and for from four 
days to a week, these attacks of 
pain will come on during the day 
and night hours, until gradually 
they wear themselves out.

HE epidem- character of it is 
easily seen, and it is not infre- 
quent to find several cases, in 
one family. The real cause is un- 
known, however, and some people 
think it is-due to water or milk or 
insects. , 

Mistakes in diagnosis are not 
very common, especially in the 
midst of an epidemic. Sometimes 
it will be mistaken for pleurisy or 
appendicitis. Such mistakes should 
not occur, because aside from the 
pain and the fever, with epidemic 
muscular rheumatism of the chest 
there are no signs, while pleurisy 
and appendicitis both have. signs 
which any doctor can interpret. 

Although frightening on account 
of the intensity of the pain, the 
outlook is good, and all cases that 
have been recognized have recov- 
ered. 

Much can be done to make the 
patient more comfortable, such as 
strapping the chest with adhesive 
or a chest binder. Aspirin or other 
forms of the salicylates are usually 
sufficient to give a good deal of re- 
lief. .
